THE RESERVE LOWERED. 


WASHINGTON, May 10. — Sir. Allen, in 


supporting his resolution for investi- 
gating the police assault on Coxey, said 
he had expected that the senator from 
Ohio (Mr. Sherman) would have intro- 
duced a resolution looking to the inves- 
tigation of that "outrage." But as tho 
senator from Ohio had taken no such 
step he (Mr. Alien) had been moved to 
do so. Mr. Allen said he had not the 
slightest sympathy with the Coxey 
movement, and -was not his attorney. 


The rough hands, said Mr. Allen, 


that had Been laid upon Coxey had 
been laid on the rights of seventy mill- 
ions of American citizens. The police- 
men's clubs which had Ibeen aimed at 
the devoted heads of these three men 
had been aimed at the head of every 
American who saw fit to raise his 
voice in defense of his constitutional 
right 


The Tjlow aimed at them was a blow 


at free speech, at the right of free aS' 
semblages, and it was for those great 
rights that he stood. 


Mr. Sherman said the Coxey affaij 


was a mere sham and pretense, without 
a shadow of foundation. 
Coxey knew 


that any member of the senate or o) 
the house would present his petition. 
A leading citizen of Ohio had callec} 
upon him (Mr. Sherman) and asked 
him if he would present Coxey's peti- 
tion, and he had promptly answered, 
"Yes, if couched in proper language.' 
He had also offered to introduce any oi 
Coxey's bills, although he did not be- 
lieve in one word of them. That mes- 
sage had been, carried to Mr. Coxey, 
and he had replied that he did not de- 
Eire to have his petition presented in 
that way, but that he intended to pre- 
sent it on the steps of the capital. 


He 
(Mr. Sherman) believed that 


Coxey was, on the whole, a kind, good- 
tempered man in many respects, but he 
thought that he was a little flighty. 
[Laughter.] 
He had come to the capi- 


tal with the deliberate and determined 
purpose to violate the law which has 
been so wisely framed by the ex-sena- 
tor from Vermont, Mr. Edmunds. 
He 


had the purpose, acknowledged and de- 
clared, to come here and violate this 
law, and he brought with him some 
three of eight hundred men -who sym- 
pathized with him. 


I hope that Coxey will go home to 


Ohio and take care of his wifeand fam- 
ily, and that if others with him came 
from that state, they will also go home, 
and rather suffer the ills they have 
than seek the ills {that may come from 
other sources. 


Those people who say that they speak 


for seventy millions of people will find 
that they do not speak for half a mill- 
ion. They will find that the majority 
of our people are sound and strong in 
favor of law and lawful ends; and all 
this passage and excitement will die 
away with the general approbation and 
action of the mass of our people. 


Daggera Drawn in Blood.

that prevails, was the going out of the 
Negro miners at Milldale. Threaten- 
ing notices, signed with daggers, and 
written in what was purported to be 
blood, were posted for the third time, 
and through fear of violence they abso- 
lutely refused to go to work.

tices. Deputies have gone to the scene 
at the request of Gov. Jones. The 
miners' executive committee have gone 
to Montgomery to confer with him.

! WA.SHIXGT.ON, May 10.—The reduction 
of the treasury gold below $94,000,000 
has started anew speculation as to a 
new bond issue. When the recentbond 
issue was made the treasury gold had 
declined to ?05,000,000, but with the 
present high rate of exchange it is 
known that gold will flow from us. 
Secretary'Carlisle did not deem it wise 
to permit the gold reserve to fall below 
$85,000,000, and it is agreed that he will 
not allow it to fall below that figure.

THE OHIO LEGISLATURE. 


Bill To Prevent the "Willlne of an Estate 


Aboye a -Million In Value. 


TUENTON, N. J., May 10.—Assembly- 


man Watson Wednesday introduced a 
bill which makes it unlawful for any 
person to transmit by will, descent or 
otherwise property worth more than 
fl,000,000. 
All property above that 


value is to escheat to the state, and the 
attorney general is required to see that 
the state gets its share of all such 
estates. 


The moneys thus received ty the 


state are to be distributed by the treas- 
urer among trie counties, according to 
population, to be used for public school 
purposes, maintenance of roads, and 
the support of the . poor and insane. 
The penalty for' concealing tho exist- 
ence of such an estate is $5,000 fine, five 
years' imprisonment, or both. 


QUARANTINE AGAINST CHICAGO. 


.Indiana State Board, of Health. l?lacca an 


Embargo on Travel. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 10.—The 


state board 
of health in session 


Wednesday decided to order a quaran- 
tine of the state against Chicago, whose 
inability to prevent 
the spread of 


smallpox has caused so many cases in 
Indiana. 


The matter, however, rests with Gov. 


Matthews, who has tho sole authority 
to authorize the use of the epidemic 
fund of $50,000. If he approves, as is 
likely, every train out of Chicago 
through Indiana will bo searched for 
non-vaccinated persons. 


KENTUCKY'S WEALTH. 


Toi'EKA, Kan., May 10.—Two oi the 


murderers of H. S. Corley, of Wallace 
county, Kan., were lynched by the citr 
izens of Sharon Springs on Monday 
night. Corley was killed on April SO, 
with 'a garden hoe. Fred McKinley 
made a full confession of the crime, 
and implicated his father, William Mc- 
Kinley, and his elder brother, Louis 
McKinley, who planned the murder, 
leaving the execution of it to Fred, the 
younger brother. 


The three men were arraigned in 


court on Monday, where Fred pleaded 
guilty, but his father and brother de- 
nied all knowledge of the crime. Wil- 
liam and Louis McKinley were placed 
in jail at Sharon Springs, from .which 
they were forcibly taken at a late libur. 
on Monday night and hanged to a rail- 
road bridge near the town. Fred Mc- 
Kinley had previously been removed 
from the jail and placed under a special 
guard or he would 
probably 
have 


shared the fate of the others. 


The murdered man had recently mar- 


ried a daughter of McKinley, and it is 
stated that he agreed to pay trie father 
J200 for his consent. 
After tho mar- 


riage lie declined to make the pay- 
ment, and the relatives prevailed upon 
Fred, wao is only 17 years old, to kill 
him. 


Three Judicial Bills Pasted In the House— 


WorkhonKe Sentences Cumulative. 


CoiA'MBUS. May 10.—SESATE-Bllls passed: 


To make workhouse sentences cumulative; to 
amend section 63 by providing that the railroad 
commissioner shall • let tho contract for pub- 
lishing the maps to the lowest bidder, not less 
than avo to bid; to establish a state normal 
school In connection with tho State university; 
tax freight lino and equipment companies upon 
the same basis and upon tho same methods as 
are provided (or in the Nichols bill. The Pox- 
ton bill to repeal the Strehll law was taken 
from tho table In the senate on motion ot Mr. 
Rothert and postponed to Thursday. The bill 
was lost a few days ago, reconsidered, and tho 
senate adjourned while it was pending, which 
took tho bill to the table. Tho Hard house bill 
to levy an excise tax on eipicss companies was 
recommended in the senato. 


UOTJSE—Mr. Bosler called up his bill lo 


change tho subdivisions of tlie Second judicial 
distr.cv out of Its order. The bill constitutes 
tho county of Butler the first subdivision: Mi- 
ami, Champaign, Clarke, Darko and Preble tho 
second, and Warren, Clinton, Greene and Mont- 
gomery tho third. Passed. The Hogg bill was 
then passed. It transfers Monroe county from 
the second subdivision of the Eighth district to 
tha third subdivision of tho Eighth district, 
and gives Belmont a judge. The house passed 
the Hard bill to include foreign stock corpora- 
tions In the law which reciutrdd corporations to 
secure a certificate ou the payment of a fee to 
tho secretary of state.

per cent. of. the people?" asked Mr. 
Ryan.

The state pays the 


farmers for the product. The price is -/ 
one dollar a bushel. Mr. A. T. Bur- 
leiRh, o£ ITi-anldin, last year gathered 
^ 


ninety bushels, for which he received 
ninety dollars. 
Of course the state 


does not pay for the cultivation of tho 
insects. 
They are a plague, and a 


bounty of one dollar per bushel is'pro-: 
vidcd by law for their destruction. 
' 


A Boston Herald writer met Mr. Bur- 


leigh tho other day, and was led by 
curiosity to inquire how ninety bush- 
els of tho lively little fellows could be 
captured. 


"The farmers have been troubled by 


the grasshoppers more or less for tho ' 
past twelve years," said Mr. Burleigh. ., 
"\Ve do not know where they origf- 
irmted or how they came, but they are 
here, and it seems that they have como 
, 


tostay. Theyare worse some years than 
^ 


others. In 13S5 I caught one hundred 
and nineteen bushels. My best catch 
was thirty-nine bushels in one day. 
In an area two miles long and one 
mile and a half wide five hundred 
buslicls ware caught and destroyed, 
/ 


besides those plowed in when too small • 
to hop out of the furrow. These grass- 
hoppers hutch about the first of June, 
anil are so small one would not notice: 
them were it not for the rustling1 npiso 
they malco hopping in the grass. At 
this period you can destroy them only 
by plowing them in." 


"Pardon me, but this process would _,-' 


bring you no bounty. . What I wish, to 
know is how 3Tou catch them." 


"1 was about to say that those which 


arc not plowed in we endeavor to 
catch. In order to do this they must 
bo about half grown and able to jump 
or ily. We have constructed n machine 
which carries two pans of galvanized 
/ 


iron eight feet long, sixteen inches 
wide, four inches deep, and having a 
back eighteen inches high. These pans 
are divided into three sections and 
fastened to wooden shoes, into which 
they are set about one and one-half 
inches from the ground. 
This- ap- 


paratus is attached to a pair of wheels 
with a long 
axle—<>ne that runs 


through tho wheels about eighteen 
Inches being tho best. The pans are 
filled with an emulsion—either kero- 
sene and water, soft soap and^vftter, 
chloride of lime and water, or any of 
the soap powders are good. Each a&*- ' 
tion of the pans holds about three gal- 
lons of water, and has to be refilled 
for each catch. To catch tho grass- 
hoppers to advantage one should take 
them early in the morning or at sunset, 
when they are on the grass feeding. 
Two men and two horses are needed 
for each machine, as one horse could 
not stand it to drag the heavy ap- 
paratus through'the grass, for one must 
drivofasttocatchthelittlepests." 
i 


"What is the extent of the injury 


they are capable of inflicting?" 


"To tell how much damage they do 


is like valuing something you do not 
have. In three days they will spoil a 
piece of grass that would cut two tons 
per acre, and in one day they have de- 
stroyed a half acre of onions." 


"Have you "endeavored to get rid ot 


the intruders by other methods?" 


"Yes. The grasshoppers hatch ev- 


ery season. You can , easily find their 
eggs in September or October, or In the • 
spring. We have tried'burning, roll- 
ing, and drowning, as well as plowing, 
but tlie grasshopper machine is the' 
only thing that ' will conquer them. 
There is "but a week or ten days that 
you can catch them, this being' when 
they are about half-grown, and before 
they can fly far. The bounty of one 
dollar per bushel, which we receive 
from the state, just about pays for tbe 
time and expense of catching." 


"I suppose the farmers generally are 


waging war on the hoppers?" 


"To a greater or less extent all of 


them are fighting them. A -neighbor 
of mine caught sixteen bushels last 
season." 


"What was your loss last year?" 
"They destroyed more than half of 


my hay cron. spoiled six acres of' 
oats, ruined half an acre of onions, 
and damaged my carrots to the ex- 
tent of forty or fifty dollars, besides 
clearing out an acre of beans so clean 
you would not know that any th ing- had 
been planted on the land." 


The New Hampshire law, offering a 


bounty for grasshoppers, was passed in 
1891. At the office of the secretary of 
state in Concord it was learned that 
"in 1644 there appeared on one or two 
farms in IVanklin and one farm in 
Canterbury a certain species of grass- 
hopper, or locust, that was very de- 
ntructive to vegetation. The insects 
did not move around much, but a to 
everything clean wliere they located, 
and became so thick that they could be 
collected in large quantities. 
They 


differ from the common grasshopper 
in that they are not so lively and come 
in much greater numbers. It was to 
cause their extermination that the law 
was passed. Of the aommon kind of 
grasshoppers a bushel could hardly be 
collected in a season, but these locusts 
are so plentiful that they can be gath- 
ered by the bushel, and farmers rig up 
machinery for the purpose."

First, there is the matter of profits.' 


It does not necessarily follow that do- 
mestic goods must be produced at lower 
cost because they will have to bo sold 
at lower prices. If profits have been 
excessive goods may be sold at lower 
prices without- reducing the cost by 
merely sacrificing part of the profits-r 
the part in excess of .fair profits. If it 
is not necessary to reduco cost it cer- 
tainly will not be necessary to reduce 
wages. This important matter of profits 
is precisely what the protected interests 
have refused 
to give 
the census 


bureau and, congressional committees 
information about And it is the point 
above all others upon which beggars 
for protection by act of congress ought 
to be required, to impart cxuct and full 
information- Every beggar who re- 
fuses to give that information ought to 
be summarily dismissed with the in- 
junction to protect himself and never 
appear again insolently demanding 
favors from congress. 


Second, there is the important matter 


of materials. Under the Wilson bill 
domestic goods would bo produced at 
lower cost because the leading raw ma- 
terials would bo, free, and materials ad- 
vanced beyond the raw state would be 
subject to greatly reduced duties. Sen- 
atorial botchwork may require a modi- 
fication of this statement, but even in 
its present form the bill greatly favors 
manufacturers. This fact the tariff ben- 
eficiaries very carefully ignore. Sena- 
tor Smith, of New jQi-sey, recently 
said: "I have heard, that manufactur- 
ers arc very much pleased with the 
Wilson bill. Its passage will give them 
an opportunity to increase their profits 
1C to 20 per cent, by cutting down 
wages, and at tho same time charge 
that it is made necessary by the tariff 
bill. They will not say that by the 
bill they will save large percentages 
on tho cost of raw materials." And he 
might have added advanced materials. 
And so tho game is to cut wages upon 
a false pretensii and pocket larger 
profits. 
• 


"The tariff is all a matter of wages," 


say the philanthropists who spend time 
and money in Washington looking after 
tho interests of their dear hired men 
and women. "If the tariff goes 'down 
wages must go down in the same ratio." 


Very well, then if the tariff goes up 


wages must go up in tho same ratio. 
This is a rule which must work both 
ways if the tariff is all a matter of 
wages. But how was it after the pas- 
sage of the McKinley law in 1890? The 
law advanced duties nearly all along 
the lino. And yet wages did not go up. 
On the contrary, they went down in 
the protected industries very soon after 
the law want into effect 
Take the 


woolen industry for instance. In 1SOO 
the duties on woolen manufactures 
averaged 09.0S per cent; in 1808 thoy. 
averaged 93.55 per cent 
Tlie McKin- 


ley law increased the average rate 29.47 
points, or -12.0 per cent The factory 
operatives did not get the benefit of 
that- Their wages were lower after 
the passage of the JleKinloy law than 
they wore before- In the carpet branch 
of the woolen industry facts which have 
been published show a cut averaging 
more than 10 per cent 
And no doubt 


the cut was as great in other branches. 


And so it was in other industries. It 


is notorious that the McICinloy act, so 
far from advancing wages had no effect 
evou to prevent a decline in the very 
industries which were most favored by 
that act 
And as the McKinley act did 


not raise wages, so the Wilson bill will 
not lower wages. Wages have been 
and no doubt will be reduced upon the 
false pretense that the Wilson bill 
makes a reduction necessary. Hut the 
falseness ot the pretense will be un- 
covered in good time, and then wages 
will go np again. The manufacturer 
may not make quite so much, but with 
his materials wholly or partially uii- 
taxcd ho will not have to close his mills 
and go to the poorhousc. 
Ho will sur- 


vive and his employes will havo more 
steady work and quite as good wages. 
— Chicago Herald. 


TloAit, of Masnachusetts, is ranting 


over the fact that the Democratic sena- 
tors have permitted protective features 
to remain in the tariff bill. We thought 
Hoar was a protectionist (The Demo- 
cratic parly is going to reform the 
tariff, not destroy it. It is amusing 
lo react Republican papers.

The Commercial says it is free 
trade. The truth is it is neither, but 
is a revenue bill with necessary pro 
tection to the extent of the duties lev- 
ied.

Three Men Who Tied the Nupt.Ul Knot for 


Many Itmiawny Couples. 


The first person who twined the 


bands of Hymen this way is supposed 
to have been a man named Scott, who 
resided at the Rigg, a few miles from 
the village of Oretna, about 1750 or 
17CO. 
He was accounted a shrewd, 


crafty fellow, and little more is known 
of him, says Sala's Journal. George 
Gordon, an old soldier, started up as 
his successor. He always appeared on 
marriage occasions in an antiquated 
full military costume, wearing a lar"e 
cocked hat, red coat, jackboots. and"a 
ponderous sword dangling at his side. 
If at any time lie was interrogated 


by what authority he joined persons 


in wedlock," he boldly answered- " 
have a special license from govern 
ment, for which I pay fifty pounds 
sterling per annum." He was never 
closely examined on the subject, and a 
delusion prevailed during- his life thai 
a privilege of this kind really existed. 


Several persons afterward attempted 


to establish themselves in the same 
line, but none was so successful aL, 
Joseph Paisley, who secured by far the 
greatest run of business, in defiance of 
every opposition. It was this person 
who obtained the appellation of the 
old blacksmith, probably on account 
of the mythological conceit of Vulcan 
being employed in riveting the' hj 
meneal chains. 


Paisley was first a smuggler, then a 


tobacconist, but never at any time a 
blacksmith. 
He commenced his mock 


pontifical career about 1789. Formany 
years he was careful not to be publicly 
seen on such 
occasions, but stole 


through by-paths to the house where 
he was called to officiate, and he there 
gave a certificate miserably written, 
and the orthography almost unintel- 
ligible, with a feigned signature. 


Through an important trial, arising 


out of his marriages, he was forced to 
declare himself, and afterward wore 
canonicals with 
the dignity of a 


bishop.
